S.O. 573(E).—Whereas the Secretary to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Social Welfare, 
being the person who proposes to apply the funds 
of the National Handicapped Welfare Fund, New 
Delhi, in trust for charitable purposes, has applied 
for vesting the funds mentioned in Schedule ‘A’ 
annexed hereto in the Treasurer of Charitable 
Endowmfets for India and for the settlement of a 
scheme for the administration of the said funds; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government in exer¬ 
cise of the powers conferred by section .i and 5 
of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (6 of 
1890) and upon the appheation, as aforesaid, and 


with the concurrence of the Secretary to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Edia, Ministry of Social Welfare do 
hereby order that the moneys set out in Schedule 
A annexed hereto shall, as from the date of publi¬ 
cation of this notification, be vested in the Trea¬ 
surer of Charitable Endowments for Edia to be 
held by him and his successors in office upon trust 
to hold the said moneys and the income thereof 
in accordance with the trust and terms set out in 
the scheme set forth in Schedule B, annexed hereto 
for the administration of the said funds; 

And it is hereby notified that the scheme set 
■forth in Schedule B annexed hereto has, under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 5 of the said Act, been settled 
for administration of the said Fund and under 
sub-section (3) of the said section (5) of the said 
Act, it is hereby further ordered that it shall come 
into force with immediate effect. 

SCHEDULE ‘A’ 

Contribution of rupees one lakh made by the 
Government of India towards the funds of the Na¬ 
tional Handicapped Welfare Fund. 

SCHEDULE ‘B’ 

Scheme for the administration of the National 
Handicapped Welfare Fund, New Delhi » 

1. The object of the National Handicapped Wel¬ 
fare Fund (heremafter referred to as the Fund) 
shall be;— 

(i) to promote voluntary sector for creating 

services for the handicapped for preven¬ 
tion and early detection of- disabilities, 
education, training, physical and eco¬ 
nomic rehabilitation of disabled persons; 

(ii) to do all other things that are incidental 
and conducive to the above objects, 

2. The objectives of the Fund shaU extend to 
the whole of India. 

3. For the management and administration of 

of the Fund, a Board of Management (hereinafter 
referred to as the Board) shall be constituted con- 
sistmg- of the following members, namely :_ 

(a) Secretary, 

Ministiy of Social Welfare —Chairman 

(b) Financial Adviser, 

^istry of Education and 

Social Welfare. —Member 

(c) Joint Secretary, 

Ministry of Education and 
Culture, 

(Department of Education), 

Government of India —Member 
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(d) Joint Secretary, 

Ministry of Health and 
Family Welfare, 

(Department of Health), 

Government of India. —Member 

fe) Director General of En4)loyment 
and Training, 

Ministry of Labour, 

Government of India. —Member 

(f) Joint Secretary in charge of 

Handicapped Welfare, 

Ministry of Social Welfare, 

Government of India. —Member 

(g) Five non-oflicial members to be 

nominated by the Chairman 
(Non*official members shall be 
from leading social workers/ 
voluntary Organisations—One 
each representing major dis* 
ability groups—Visually 
Handicapped, Hearing Handicapped, 
Orthopaedically Handicapped, 

Mentally Retardation and 
Netvologically Handicapped, —Member 

(h) Direclor/Dy. Secretary or 
Under Secretary (dealing 
with the subject) 

Ministry Of Social Welfare --Secretary 

Treasurer 

4. Not less than four members sliall form a 
qnoruiri out of which at least 2 should be non¬ 
officials. Every matter shall be detennined by a 
majority of votes of the members present and vot¬ 
ing on question. In case of equaUty of votes. 
Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

5. The Board may function notwithstanding 
any vacancy in its constitution. 

6. Subject to the provisions herein contained, 
the Board may, with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, frame and vary from time 
to time, as they think fit, bye-laws for the conduct 
of their business. 

7. (1) The Board may make bye-laws for the 
regulation, management, and for any other pur¬ 
pose connected with the execution of the Fund. 

(2) The Board shall invest the proceeds of the 
sale or other disposal of the property as well as 
any moneys or property not immediately required 
to be used for the objects of die Fund in any one 
or more of the modes of investment for^^the time 
being authorised by law for the investment of the 
trust money as the Board may think proper. 

K. The Board may delegate to one or more 
of the mejnbers such of their power? as may, in 
the opinion of the Board, are merely ministerial 
acts and involve no discretion or are necessary 
and conformable to common usage. 

9. Regular accounts of the moneys in the funds 
shall be kept by the Secretary-Treasurer.

10. All contracts and other assurances shall be 
in the name of the Board and signed on their be¬ 
half by at least one of the members or Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

11. The Board may receive any endowment, 
donation, or other contributions in augmentation 
of any of the objects and general purpose of the 
Fund. They ntay also receive endowments, dona¬ 
tions, or other contributions for any special pur¬ 
poses connected with the charity not inconsistent 
with or calculated to impede the due working of, 
the provisions of this scheme. 

12. Eligibility for financial assistance.—A Vo¬ 
luntary organisation with a known record of ser¬ 
vice in the field of handicapped welfare and eligi¬ 
ble for financial assistance in terms of this scheme 
shall ordinarily be preferred for assistance from the 
Fund. 

13. Applications to Board.—For financial a.ssis- 
tance from the Central Account of the Fund, 
Voluntary organisations shall address applications 
in this behalf, to tlic Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Board. 

14. Limitation to financial assistance.^—The 
financial assistance to the voluntary organisations 
of a national or State or district level shall be 
limited to 90 per cent of the estimated cost of the 
proposed programme and sfiall not exceed rupees 
one lakli for a particular project. 

15. Scope of financial assistance.—Financial 
assistance under this scheme shall be restricted to 
the programmes which are considered viable and 
are with in the objects of the Fund. 

16. Programmes eligible for financial assist¬ 
ance.—Programmes that are covered for assistance 
under any scheme operated by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment or a State Government, shall not, in ordi¬ 
nary circumstances, qualify for any financial assist¬ 
ance under this scheme. 

17. Con.sideration of application.—All applica¬ 
tions for financial assistance from the Fund shall 
be considered and disposed of by the Board, and 
where the Board is not meeting early for any rea¬ 
son, the applications so received may be con.sidered 
and disposed of by a committee consisting of the 
Chairman and two other members of the Board 
to be nominated by the Chairman of the Board, 

All applications shall be routed through the 
State Governraent/U.T. Administration. 

18. Power to stop grant.—The Chairman of tiie 
Board if he thinks it necessary so to do and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, may withhold 
or terminate or reduce any uudisbursed grants, 
whether of a recurring or a non-recurring nature, 
made under this scheme. 
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19. Condilions of financial assistance.—It .shall 
be the condition of financial assistance to any 
voluntary organisation , from the Fund that the 
voluntary organisation maintains a .separate ac¬ 
count of all the grants, renders a full account of 
the grants within the stipulated time, furnishes 
utilisation certificate at the time specified in this 
behalf, makes available audited accounts of the 
grants received within the stipulated time, and 
assists the officers of the Fund in the inspection of 
the programmes executed or books maintained by 
such organisation in this behalf. 

20. Powers and Functions of Secrctaiw-Treasiirer 
of the Board.—It shall be the duty of the Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer ;— 

(a) to be the custodian of all records of the 

Board; 

(b) to conduct the official correspondence 

on behalf of • the Board; 


24. Withdrawal of Funds.—Withdrawal of 
Funds from the accounts of the Board of the Fund 
shall be regulated in a manner to be determined 
by the Board. Such vfithdrawals shall be made by 
cheques or requisitions (as the case Qiay be) signed 
by the Secretary-Treasurer in the case of amounts 
not exceeding rupees one thousand and signed duly 
by the Secretary-Treasurer and another member 
of the Board to be nominated by the Board in 
other cases. 

25. Administrative Expenses.—Administrative 
expenses incurred by the Board, such a.s expendi¬ 
ture incurred on salaries and allowances and T.A. 
and D.A. of their officers and. staff and T.A, and 
D.A. of the members, shall , be a legitimate charge 
on the Funds of the Board. 

26. (1) Appointnlent of staff.—The Board may 
appoint such staff as they may consider necessary 
for the discharge of their functions. 


(c) to issue all notices for convening the meet¬ 

ings of the Board; 

(d) to keep minutes of all meetings of the 
Board and of such bodies the responsi¬ 
bilities for convening whose meetings 
rests with him : 

(e) to manage the properties and Funds of 

the Fund; 

(f) to maintain accounts and execute all con¬ 

tracts on behalf of the Board; and 

(g) to exercise all other powers and execute 
such other functions as may be assigned 
to him by the Board from time to time. 

21. Assets of this Fund.—(1) In addition to the 
money, particulars of which are given in Sche¬ 
dule A to the said notification, the assets of the 
Fund shall include all such contributions, recurr¬ 
ing and non-recurring from the Central and State 
Governments, local bodies or any other statutory 
or non-statutoiy bodies set up by the Central or 
the State Governments as well as voluntary dona¬ 
tions and endowments from any other sources, 
whenever received and shall vest with the Board. 

(2) All assets of the Fund except the money 
set out in Schedule ‘A’ shall vest with the Board. 

22. Allocation of Funds.—The Board may from 
time to time, determine the proportion of the total 
Funds at its disposal which shall be applied for the 
purpose of this scheme in a particular year. 

23. Deposit of Fund,—All moneys of the Fund 
shall be credited initially to the account of the 
Board of the Fund to be opened in any nationalis¬ 
ed bank or any of its subsidiaries or any other 
Scheduled Bank approved in this behalf by the 
Govemmlent of India. 


(2) The terms and conditions gf service of the 
staff may be determined by the Board. 

27. Remuneration to members and officers.— 
(1) No remuneration shall be paid to any of the 
members of the Board excepting travelling andt 
daily allowance at rates as applicable in Ccntihl 
Government. 

(2) Official members of the Board shall draw 
travelling and daily allowance at rates admissible 
to themi from the source from which they draw 
their salaries. 

(3) Officers and staff of the Fund may draw 
.such remuneration and T.A, aiid D.,A, to whicli 
they may be entitled under rules applicable to 
them. 

28. Accounts and Audit,—Regular accounts 
shall be kept of all moneys and properties and of 
income and expenditure of the Fund and shall be 
audited by a firm of Chartered Accountants oj 
any other recognised authorities as may be appoint¬ 
ed by the Board. The auditors shall also certify 
that the expenditure from the Fund has been cor¬ 
rectly incurred in accordance With the objects of 
the Fund. 

Copies of the annual accounts of the Fund duly 
audited and certified by the auditor shall be sub¬ 
mitted by the Secretary-Treasure^ of the Fund to 
the Government of India every year. 

29. Annual Report.—An Annual Report on the 
working of the Fund shall be prepared by the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Board and shall, after 
approval of the Board, be presented to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India.
